MO  nation  can  ever  jnftify  tlie  go- 
ing to  war,  whatever  may  be  the  pfof- 
pect  of  advan  age  to  be  derived  treji 
that  war,  unlefc  Ibe  hus  received  fuel 
provocation  as  will  be  a  fulucicnt  jul 
f  tifkation  t^r  hei  doin&  fo,  in  ibe  light 

both  ot  God  and  Man;  Bui  every  ru 
tion  is  at  full  liberty,  and  ought  to 
decline  entering  into  a  ftate  ot  war, 
although  (he  may  have  received  futh- 
cient  provocation,  it  it  is  her  intcreft 
ratiitr  10  lubti.it  to  the  injuiies  done 
her,  lhap  to  a' tempt  to  gain  redrefs,  or 
jrevenge  herfelf,  by  the  means  ot"  war. 
■■fjjf  If  a  war  is  not  likely  to  terminal e  fo 
4  as  to  puniibihw*  offending,  or  to  pro 

♦luce  fatisfacuon  to  the  Offended  11a 
tion  ;  but  0:1  the  contrary,  will,  mod 
probably  ftrengthen  t  he  offending,  & 
(pake  Hill  weaker  the  offended  na 
Hon  ;  the  injuries  and  r efrntmcnt  of 
the  offended  nation,  ought  tokecphei 
fiom  engaging  in  Inch  a  War,  as  Jt 
would  not  only  iojute  nerfelf,  but  al- 
fo gratify  and  teive  her  enemies. 
WfceD  the'ii'juries  complained  of,  aie 
ot  t.  cha  nature  that  they  not  only 
fL.  Jk  cannot  ;bc  removed,  but  Bull  be  eu- 
createdby  a  war,  i:  ought  to  be  avoid 
ed  ;  b:canfe  i:  ought  never  10  be  re 
i'orted  to,  biu  « hen  it  is  the  lt-alt  o: 
two  evil*,  which  a  nation  is  compelled 
to  choofe  between.  Wat  is  the 
fconrge  ot  nations,  and  a  v.i.e  people 
will  never  engage  in  it,  but  trom  the 
mo't  imperious  Mceffity,  and  only 
then,  when  there  it  a  ftrong  prebabi 
lay  of  its  being  the  meant  ol  a 
eoidlttg  dill  greater  calamities. 

From  xhi  difparity  between  our 
flrrngf.i  and  refotirces,  and  thofe  or 
the  French  nation,  a  war  between  us, 
would,  in  all  human  probability ,  t»f- 
ininate  in  their  favor,  u:ul  enciraic 
tiirir  m>we;  in  the  lame  degree  that 
|t  Weakened  as;  we  ought  therefore 
to  avoid  it,  not  from  friendfldp  to 
then,  but  from  love  to  ourfelves  and 
out  country.  The  injury  they  have 
done  us,  eonfifta  principally  in  their 
depred Stiin  s  committed  cn  our  com- 
merce, this  m  a  great  and  jofTcaufe  of 
Complaint,  but  ftrll  we  ought  not  to  en- 
gage in  a  wai-  on  that  account,— if  be 
fides  oths-r  evils  attendant  on  it,  it  mult 
neceflarily  in  its  confequences,  anni- 
hilate  that  commerce  which  itisfai.l  to 
protect;  and  a  war  on  this  account 
!.  ought  the  move  carefully  to  be  avoided 

as  the  French  have  no  commerce,  on 
•which  we  can  retaliate,  the  deft  cue- 
J  tion  which  will  be  brought  by  them 

on  run's.  A  war  by  fea,  between  a 
Weft  and  commercial  people,  and  a 
more  powerful  nation,  having  no 
commerce,  muft,  of  all  kinds  of  war, 
be  the  molt  impolitic  and  foolifh  ;  be- 
caufe  the  w*ak  and  commercial  nation 
has  every  thing  to  loole,  but  can  gain 
nothing.  Trance  is  invulnerable  to 
America,,  in  all  her  parts,  but  Amcii- 
%  ca  potiMfes  many  open  and  defencebf* 
parts',  in  which  Trance  may  wound 
btf  mortally.  A  war  by  Tea,  for  tlfe 
protection  of  our  iomi»erce  again!: 
Fiance,  is  as  bad  policy,  as  it  would 
ji  he  in  an  individual  to  expend  a  dollar 

fir  for  the  chance  of  favfcig  nine  pence  ; 

$  «r.d  a»  a  war  v»  ould  neceflarily  expofe 

the  whole  of  our  commerce  to  the  at- 
tacks of  that  nation,  whereas  their 
depredations  are  now  committed  only 
on  a  part  of  it  i  inftead  of  affording 
protection  to  the  part  now  in  danger, 
it  would  expofe  the  \«hole  to  hazard. 
The  fact  is,  that,  in  the  prrfent  iitu- 
ation  of  the  two  countries,  it  13  im- 
poilible  for  ns  ro  offer  an  effectual 
protection  to  our  commerce,  and  that 
being  the  cafe,  it  would  be  far  better 
policy  in  US,  voluntarily  to  fufpend 
.Mir  for  eign  commercial  purfnirs  for 
a  time,  than  by  a  war,  not  only  to  be 
Kjbbed  t>C aW  the  benefits  that  could 
b.- derived  from  commerce  for  a  much 
gi  eater  length  uf  time,  but  alfo  bring 


into  hazard  ,  every  thing  we  hold  moft 
lact  cd  or  dear.  Thefe  older  vations 
are  intended  only  to  fhow  the  bad  po- 
licy of  fiuh  meafures  as  have  a  ten- 
dency to  engage  us  in  anoffenfive  war, 
or  one  which  is  not  ueccllary  and  pro- 
per tor  the  defence  of  our  country  it- 
ielf.  Whenever  that  lhali  be  attack- 
ed, whether  by  the  moil  powciful  na- 
tion in  the  world,  or  by  all  the  nations 
of  the  world,  all  calculations  iltould 
then  belaid  alide,  and  our  all  fhould  be 
hazarded  £)>  the  event  offuccefs,  how 
ever  improbable;  becaufe  all  would 
certainly  be  loll  w  ithont  fuch  a  hazai  o 
-  but  w  hen  the  quelt ion  is,  w  hether 
W.e  ought  not  rather  to  lubmit  to  a  par 
rial  and  temporary  evil,  than  engage 
in  a  war  which  mult  neceliarily  en- 
creafe  even  that  evil,  befides  intro- 
ducing a  thoufand  ether  evils;  we 
ought  not  to  hefixate  in  declaring  a 
gatntl  the  policy  of  er.te.  ing  into  fuch 
a  war. 

The  wa>-me(t  advocates  for  wat, 
have  not  aflurance  enough  to  fnggeit, 
that  any  poJfibie  degree  ol  luccef^ 
Would  enable  the  war  to  bear  its  own 
expenfes;  they  mud  therefore  be  de- 
frayed by  the  govetataem  of  the  U- 
n-Hed  States,  and  as  they  have  nd  pub- 
lic t reaf'u  e,  rhe  amount  mull  be  1  aifed 
by  the  prefe-it  or  by  new  taxes.  Hu- 
rinjithe  pe«'mt  Icilion  of  con.'ief.  a 
c  no  mitt  ee  uf  'he  houfe  of  lepieienta 
fives,  have  ilated  to  that  be  dy,  that  al- 
tho'  the  prefent  tax«-s  would  be  more 
than  futneient  to  defray  the  ordinary 
eapendkures  of  the  prefent  year,  that 
the  wh.de  amount  of  thole  taxes,  10 
the  end  of  the  year  »8o4<  would  not 
be  fullicietit  to'  defray  the  ordinary 
expenfes  of  the  government,  and  pay 
the  inrered  and  the  iultalments  of  tire 
public  debt,  which  will  he  due  up  to 
tha:time.  if  in  lilt  therefore  follow 
as  a  necHfary  ennfequence,  thar  the 
extraordinary  expenditures  which 
mult  be  canfed  by  a  war,  mull  be  pro- 
vj  !-d  for  by  new  taxes,  to  be  impo- 
fed  bv  the  federal  iioveriiment  on  the 
people  of  the  United  Stares.  1  he 
fame  committee  give  it  as  their  opi- 
nion, thar  there  o-ight  immediately 
to  be  collected  in  the  1'nred  States, 
over  an  I  above  the  prefent  taxes,  a 
direct  rax  ro  the  amount  of  two  mil 
lions  of  dollars,  which  fum  they  de 
clare  will  be  r.ecefi  iry  for  the  prefent 
year,  over  and  above  "  the  expet ces 
which  may  be  incurred  for  the  tnilita- 
tary  defence  of  the  country,  either 
by  a  pr.ovifional  army,  or  detach- 
ments of  rnilirir  "  —  and  another  elti- 
mate  •  hich  has  been  fent  to  this  coon 
try,  ftates.  rh.it  ibe  proportion  of 
Kenmcky.  of  the  fum  which  muft  be 
raife<l  by  new  taxes,  to  defray  the  an- 
nual expeuce  of  tire  different  plans  of 
warlike  meafures  agreed  to  by  the 
prei~ent  infatuated  majority  in  con- 
grefs.  will  amount  to  two  hundred 
thoufand  dollars  a  year.  I  afk  yon 
mv  fellow  citizen*,  if  we  are  able  to 
bear  fuch  additional  burdens.  |f  tr« 
are  nor.  we  oughr  to  fuppofe  that  the 
other  parrs  of  the  United  States  are  no 
more  able  to  do  it  than  we  are;  be- 
caufe the  federal  conftitut ion,  reafon 
ami  juflice.  all  concur  in  declaring, 
that  all  public  burdens  ought  robe 
imnofed  f-qnallv  on  all  the  differ  em 
parrs  of  the  Union.  This  is  a  fobjeJi 
of  too  much  conCequence  to  be  pa  fled 
over  lightly,  and  to  enable  us  to  de- 
cide on  the  operation  ot  thefe  new 
meafures,  we  fhould  afcertain  what 
will  be  the  probible  amount  of  both 
j  the  old  and  the  new  taxes,  in  fame 
'  particular  P^rt  of  tire  ftate,  and  then 
cuqnire  into  the  ability  of  the  )>eople 
inhabiting  that  part  of  the  Hate,  to 
pav  that  amount )  as  by  doing  this, 
if  the  taxes  operate  equally,  we  fliall 
be  able  ro  jnd-e  of  the  ability  of  the 
people,  not  only  in  this  flate,  but  in 
the  United  States,  to  alfcherge  thofe 
taxes.    The  dilUi^'t  as  to  which  I  will 


make  the  enquiry,  fliall  be  the  conn 
ty  of  l  ayette.  The  impolt  paid  a. 
tliistime,  on  merchandize  imported 
into  the  United  States,  is  faid,  on  an 
average,  to  be  about  fifteen  per  tent, 
on  its  value;  it  is  alfo  laid,  that  for 
feveral,  years  pall  merchandize  has 
been  imported  into  Lexington  to  more 
than  the  amount  of  ioo,coo  pounds 
this  currency,  a  year.  Suppolmg 
that  two  thirds  of  this  amount  ate 
fold  to  perfons  not  tcfident  in  Fayette, 
then  the  it, habitants  of  that  county 
pay  to  the  government,  annually,  th< 
remaining  third  of  the  impolt,  am- 
ounting to  5000  pounds,  with  all  the 
charges  of  remittance,  tie.  on  that 
hum,  which  the  merchants  muft  tie- 
ce Ha.  ily  lay  on  their  goods.  It  is  re 
potted  that  there  are  two  hundred 
diftiilei  ies  1  egitlei  eel  in  the  county  of 
r'sjerte;  rai  ing  1  hele  at  the  m<  de  Bt« 
average  fum  of  forty  dollar*  each,  the 
•ax  on  them  will  amount  10  24CX 
pounds.  '1  hefe  fums,  when  added  to 
getber,  make  the  Inm  of  7,4°^  poQUOS, 
.-.hich  the  inhabitants  of  f«jet,. 
v.M.ii  under  the  piefent  taxes,  pa)  an 
nu ally  to  the  genei  -1  gov  eminent ,  cx- 
clufive  of  the  amount  of  the  duty  on 
fti-nips,  and  on  licences  of  di  EiefCIU 
kinds,  and  of  the  can  iage  tax;  and 
exclufive  alio  of  the  arrearages  due 
utithe  excife  fince  1794.  Sujrpoliug 
alfo,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Fayette 
would  pay  one  tench  part  of  the 
whole  amount  of  the  new  taxes  to  be 
levied  in  this  flate,  their  proportion  of 
the  two  hundred  thoufand  dollars 
would  be  6000  pounds  a  year,  which, 
when  added  to  the  7400  pounds  which 
thev  now  pay  under  the  old  taxes, 
WOT  ltd  make  the  aggregate  fum  of 
17,400  pounds  a  year,  which  would 
be  paid -by  the  inhabitants  of  Fayette, 
to  the  general  (jovernmenr.  And  it 
Ihould  be  recollecrted  t hat  the  propor- 
tion to  he  paid  by  this  ftate,  of  the 
direct  taxes,  muft  be  greatly  rnrreaf- 
ed,  af<er  the  next  tnuinet ation  of  1  lie- 
inhabitants  of  ^mei  ica,  fliall  he  made. 
The  fum  now  fuppO  ed  to  be  ncceilai  v 
for  the  exnenees  ot  the  war,  is  the 
fmalleft  fu:n,  that  v.  ill  be  v.  an  in., 
according  to  calculations  uir.de  before 
'he  eommencejnent  of  1  he  w  ar,  w  hich 
always  fall  far  fhort  Df  the  actual  ex 
pence  of  any  war,  &:  according  to  cal- 
culations made  by  thofe  w  ho  want  to 
foice  you  itrto  a  war,  anl  who  would 
therefore  willingly  deceive  you  at  to 
the  colt  of  it. 

Here  my  fellow  citizens  let  us 
pa ufe,  and  think  fei  ioully  on  our  fitu- 
ation,  without  deceit  ing  ourfelves,  o; 
fdfering  others  to  delude  us;  and 
then  let  us  determine,  whether  we 
fliall  be  able  to  pay  this  fum  to  the 
ceriera!  government,  alter  having  de- 
frayed the  expellees  of  the  ftate  gov- 
ernment; and  let  us  alio  enquire 
what  will  be  left  for  the  fupport  of 
our  families,  cfterwe  have  tatisfted 
the  demands  ot  both  government*. 
Can  taxes  be  levied  in  money  in  any 
country,  to  a  greater  amount  than  the 
money  circulating  in  that  country  ! 
Aftci  the  firft  collection  made  within 
this  ll&te,  (if  it  fhould  be  found  practi- 
cable to  make  one  collection, )  f  rom 
what  fource  is  the  money  for  the  fec- 
ond  to  be  drawn  ?  What  part  of  the 
amount  of  ihefe  taxes  w  ill  be  expend- 
ed here,  by  the  government  ?  WiU  not 
the  whole  of  it  be  uf<  lefslv  laviihed  on 
the  chimerical  project  of  ettablifhing 
a  navy,  and  a  protection  at  fea  for 
our  commerce?  Will  not  the  gen- 
eral diltrefs  which  will  be  caufed  bv 
thefe  enormous  raxes,  put  a  Hop  t. 
all  improvenif  nts  in  our  infant  fettle - 
ments,  and  give  a  f  atal  check  to  uni 
manufactures?  Will  not  the  general 
diftrefled  fita ation  of  1  lie  country 
prevent  future  emigration  to  it  ?  Can 
the  firuation  of  any  country  be  more 
wretched  than  that  of  this  coon- 
try  will  be,  if.  a  SpaniCi  \>ur  fliouM 


be  joined  to  the  war  uith  France 
and  it  by  that  means,  or  the  policy  of 
our  government,  our  trade  down  the 
Mifiifiippi  Ihould  be  put  a  Hop  to  ;  and 
the  preparations  now  making  up  the 
Ohio,  give  us  ilroog  reufoo  to  fup- 
pofe that  at  leal!  one  of  thefe  events 
is  now  contemplated  by  our  execu- 
tive ?  Thefe  are  only  a  few  ol  the  evils 
which  mult  neceflarily  attend  a  war 
with  Fiance,  a  war  w  hich  promiles  us 
no  advantages  in  cafe  of  our  fuccefs  ; 
a  war  which  may  be  fatal  to  us,  if  the 
e  vent  Ihould  be  fuch,  as  it  probably 
will  be. 

Hut  admitting  for  a  moment  tha" 
t'h«*  fum  now  calculated  on,  would,  if 
paid  annually,  be  fnliicient  for  the 
purposes  of  the  war,  and  that  it  is  al- 
fo within  the  compels  of  our  abilities 
to  raife  that  fum,  where  are  the  men. 
1  o  come  from,  w  ho  are  to  fight  the  bat- 
tics  and  to  carry  on  that  war.'  in  del 
countries,  where  the  population  is 
rxcefiivO,  wbe'i  compared  with  the 
fxteni  of  the  country  ;  where  labor 
is  cheap,  and  provHioM  high  ;  and 
where  ilie  agents  of  dcf;)o;ifm  can  fay- 
to  the  peaceful  mechanic  or  farmer, 
yon  fliall  henceforward  be  a  loldicr; 
a  liifTicienr  number  of  m<  U  can  be  pro* 
cured,  as  long  as  government  can  gee 
money  enuogh  to  cloathe,  and  pay 
them.  hut  in  ^nu-iica,  particularly 
in  the  weftein  parts  of  it,  wheie  the 
number  of  people  is  fnrall,  wheu 
compared  with  the  extent  of  country 
they  occupy  ;  where  labor  is  high  ai.d 
pro*ifions  cheap  ;  where  no  one  man 
ought,  according  to  »he  principles  of 
our  government,  to  be  compelled  to 
render  ?  greater  proportion  ot  nerlo- 
nal  fervices  than  another  ;  where  the 
rich  do  fast  intend  to  render  thai  per- 
fonal  (ervice,  but  will  never  content  to 
give  to  the  poor,  from  whom  they  do 
expecft  it,  a  juft  equivalent  for  their 
per  fen  al  fervices  it  will  always  be 
found  impracticable  to  levy  armies> 
unlets  the  liberty  and  independence) 
of  our  country  ar  e  actually  at  f'.ake, 
or  the  people  can  be  perfuaded  lhac 
they  arc  in  dodger,  lie  nee  the  gr^atr 
pains  thai  Will  always  be  taken  to  de- 
ceive the  body  Of  the  people,  v  hea 
the  dancer  toltbeity  and  independ- 
ence is  imaginary  only.  he  post* 
nintt  always  fufFer  moft,  in  cafe  of  a 
war  IK  America,  becaufe  thry  oudfc 
>:  •  ■  lender  that  perfonal  fervice. 
without  which  war  cannot  b^  carTlecl 
On,  and  for  which  our  government: 
gives  fa  inadequate  a  coinpenfation. 
r\  and  n  ate  neighbors,  they  arer 
both  called  upon  to  do  militia  duty. 
A  gives  an  hundredth,  or  a  thoufandili 
part  of  his  property,  to  a  fubltitute, 
to  perform  it  for  him  ;  B  being  too 
poor  to  hire  a  fubftitue,  ferves  in  per- 
lon,  an<l  1  eceives  four  dollars  a  monih, 
but  is  compelled  to  let  hit  ta.nily 
ftarve  at  home,  becaufe  he  is  not  auls 
to  pay  a  laborer  (ixteen  dollars  a 
month  to  cultivate  his  fai  m  in  his 
place  How  differently  are  thefe  two 
men  affected  by  the  war,  and  by  the 
call  made  on  them  by  government, 
for  their  perfonal  li  1  vices.  In  a  ftee 
country,  war  fhould  never  be  engaged 
in,  but  from  Oecejlity  and  when  tktc 
neceliity  really  dots  ex; ft,  every  abltf 
bodied  men  flionld  be  oidiped  to  reft" 
der  a  juft  and  equal  proportion  ot 
perfonal  fervieej  and  tliofe  who  dc» 
render  that  iTorvtce,  (ho.uld  rec*ive 
from  the  public  a  full  eqnjvale'nt  for 
it.  to  be  eliin.ated  from  a  ciMifidei  ation. 
of  the  actual  price  of  labtr  in  tho 
/-onnrrx  v,  ber<*  the  fervlce  ii  rendered. 
If  thefe  principles  are  j.dt  how  (hall 
ae  reconcile  onrfblves  to  thai  law  oiT 
'•ongicfs,  which  we  Ore  told  deeliares 
that  all  the  men  f^bfecl  to  militia  d.i- 
rv,  in  1  he  United  St  tes  who  ar«  be- 
tween the  a<r>>s  ot  eiirhre^fi  -nd  tvven- 
ty-fn;,r.  a  d  no  others,  fbr.1)  be  COint*

Twelve  months  have  not  pulled  a-

No  peilbn  i.-jt  then  in  the  f'ecrets 
of  that  party  which  now  predominates 
w  hich  calis'itfelf  the  Iricnds  of  order 
and  good  government,  which  by  o- 
the:s  is  called  the  Britifh  faction, 
could  have  iuppofed  that  the  lame

W,  X,  Y ,  and 
Z  of  Pai  is,  what  would  now  be  the 
fate  of  Mr.  Blount  ?  The  anfwer  is 
that  they  who  have  ul'ed  all  then 
means  to  involve  us  in  war  w  ith  France 
in  co-opera;  ion  with  Great  Britain 
Would  have  idolized  him,  and  the  fame 
villiam  Bl.iunc  for  the  wifdom  and 
lore-knowledge  of  his  plan  would 
have  been  deemed  the  beR  pillar  ol 
the  government.

attributed  to  toe  plenipotentiaries  of 
the  Federal  government,  ai  d  accom- 
panying the  ineilage  addrelfed  by  the 
pielident,  John  Adams,  to  the  fenate 
and  houfe  of  1  epi  clentatives,  the  3d 
of  April,  1798. 

As  I  was  at  Paris  at  the  time  of  the 
negotiation,  and  as  I  am  well  acouain 
ted  with  the  propofitions  which  were 
made  to  the  com  mi  (boners- of  the  li- 
nked States,  by  a  perfon  who  was  ac- 
cuftomed  to  fecir.^  tiiem  every  day,  I 
hold  it  my  duty  to  deny  thofe  fc.r.da- 
lous  imputations,  the  publicity  of 
which  may  caufe  refults  contiary  to 
the  fpirit  of  reconciliation  which  ani- 
mates  the  two  nations. 

it  is  not  by  defamation,  that  the 
French  Republic  can  be  arretted  111  its 
glorious  career.  The  friends  of  peace 
lhould  not  look  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  their  hopes',  when  it  (hall 
learn,  that  the  CTinuiiliionei  s  who 
were  fent  for  the  purpofe  of  re-eft  ah- 
lifliing  harmony,  and  terminating  the 
differences  which  haveexilled  between 
the  two  governments,  are  wholly  oc- 
cupied in  inceofing  their  fellow  citi- 
zens againit  the  chiefs  of  the  Repub- 
lic. 

1  myfelf,  well  know,  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  French  govern* 
ment,  to  demand  a  contribution  from 
the  American  government,  as  an  in- 
demnity for  thelofles  which  the  trea- 
ty of  commerce  with  England,  (man- 
ifelt  violation  of  neutrality,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States )  caufed  to 
France  ;  but  this  contribution  vas  for 
the  ltate,  and  not  for  the  members  of

Fraitfe  lias  con 
quered  them  all,  and  in  gram  ing  them 
p£-ace,  has  exacted  liom  every  one, 
either  ctllions  or  contributions.  Tue 
United  States  have  broken  the  t:eat) 
Which  connected  thein  wbh  Fiance; 
the  violation  ot  this  ti  eaty,  w  hich  was 
the  fruit  of  the  blood  ot  Frenchmen, 
(bed  for  the  eilablilhn.enr  of  American 
independence*,  and  a  confide:  able  fum 
of  money  faroHhed  to  the  Americans 
to  fuppoit  the  war,  has  been  of  incal- 
culable diladvantage  to  the  Republic. 
And  now  therefore,  the  Republic 
thinks  it  has  a  right  to  demand  fatis- 
faCtion.  The  law  of  nations,  and  the 
example  of  pall  times,  has  ferved  as 
the  balis  of  the  conduct  of  the  French 
government,  and  it  is  not  now,  when 
the  Directory  advances  with  a  fure 
and  firm  Rep  towards  iaunortaliiy, 
when  it  is  fun ounded  with  fo  fplend- 
id  a  crown  of  glory,  that  (hafts  thrown 
by  leeble  hands,  can  reach  or  injure 
it. 

I  am  fo  w  ell  acquainted  wi'h  France 
as  to  be  able  to  allure  you  that  the 
people  of  the  United  States  have  ma- 
ny friends  there,  cvfti  among  the 
chiefs  of  rhe  goverment,  and  iliac 
propofitions  iinceiely  made,  would 
not  have  been  rejected  ;  but  when 
negotiators  cany  with  them  fuch  a 
fpirit  as  dictated  the  difpaw  lies  ot  the 
plcnipotentiai  icsof  the  United  States, 
we  ought  not  to  be  lurprilcd  if  they 
failed  Ih  their  million. 

My  intention,  in  thusaddiefTing  you 
thefe  reflections,  has  not  been  to  justi- 
fy the  members  Of  the  French  govern- 
ment-, the  enemies  who  created  their 
^loriona  labors,  fnfliciently  eulogize 
them.  I  only  wiflied  to  offer  a  trefh 
homage  of  the  refpect  and  gratitude 
due  by  all  Frenchmen,  to  them  lor 
the  fcrvices  they  have  never  teafed  to 
render  the  country.

If  the  lading  preservation  of  the 
honor,  liberty  and  independence  of 
America,  is  our  real  objec't,  we  (hould 
carefully  avoid  war,  during  the  in- 
fant (late  of  our  country.  Such  pre- 
mature efforts  brinw  on  a  ftate  of  im- 
becility in  the  political  as  well  as  the 
human  body  ;  and  prevent  either

mond to  Peterlburgh,  to  receive  the 
papersanda  memorandum  from  him, 
for  the  purpofe  of  examining  into 
Gill's  tide  And  notwithstanding  it 
was  Douglas's  own  appointment,  he 
had  gone,  out  of  town  without  leaving 
eii  ber  papers  or  memorandum.
